Guardians o( the bttnd 
state that tho latter derive a great 
amount ot comfort from tho light 
Many of them can peroalvo rays, and 
thai la the only irratllloniliin left to 
their iiiipalivd vi.iiiii. As ^ 
night coai«a on they wait patlcnlly lor 
the gas or lamps to ba Hg^lted and then 
miiau under tho lUamlnatlon thai ii 
aeniilblo to their optics. 

Superintendents Bnd U hard in di- 
vide tho blind into distinct oUimuch, ao- 
cording to the degrees of blindnoss. 
There Is ana oonfilnuou* gradiiatlun 
from the totally blind toibose who can 
sea to road larga iypa. • tko blind are 
divided Into tlirue olaiscaby thoao who 
come In daily contact with them. Tho 
llrat class Is composod ol those who can 
not poroolvnlHBK>l-th*.<«e»t«atlBteB- 
«lly. They arc devoid of the comfort 
which light (fives. The highest toit to 
prove totJvl lack o( vision Is to place 
the blind pomori In the direction of 
lightning durlnK a thunder atorm, and 
If the flash is not poruuivod this proves 
that the aaoieot vlalon la entlrel^^gone. 

In lha asoond olois are those who 
can perceive and appreciate light and 
can BOO only the barest onlline e( lha 
forms of persons. These are (od with 
lllninlniition and want It most. Uegu- 
lurly at sun-down, they seek tli« obalra 
nearest to ^e Ug^t, aud draw InoHii- 
ble oomfort from te. 

The third class can not only dis- 
tinguish light, but can also partially 
read and discern the features ot their 
frtandi. Thia olasa Is by far the most 
troUblaaomo. They do libi' Mpoclally 
oare for ^'hs llirht, somotlmes because 
It Interferes with thulr Htllo plana of 
lulaohlof. The janitors always make It 
a point to light thq gas In their rooms 
uud. keep their Idle brains out of mla- 
ublef. 

Light and music are tho blind por- 
jon'a chief dollprhts. All the lost pow- 
ers of vision are alinosl cninpeiiHaUid 
for by the extraordinary sense of hor- 
nieiiv and tlma. A poouUor musical 
Uilent nnd gift are apportioned to tbo 
hiiiel. iKid s.H'uro forlliein positions of 
noUi. .Many piano tuners are blind, lu 
raris nearly all lha hiiiii piano tuners 
are blind pi rsons. Thu same is true la 
lloBtou, whuro uU of the pianos In the 
publlo Bohools ara tuned by tbs bllad.
